3. Aa to two of the President's major measares, we find the 
taz bill, which was saased by the House last Seasion, reported out of 
Committes and an the floor of the Semate. The second item, the Civil 
Rights bili, bas been resorted out af Committee, has caseed the hardle 
of the Rules Committees, aad last Saturday on the floor all genera! 
debate was concluded, The sole item on the House Noor agenda for this 
week ie the Civil Rights bill with amendments to be considered under

addition, he asked for authority for the Armed Services Committee and 
the Defense Subcommittee of Appropriations to meet coueurrently to 
eupedite the hearings aad to avoid repetitious participation both by the 
witseases and the members, 


7, As reported earlier while you were away, the Administration 
is mow quietly pushing on the Executive Fay bill, BR has also been 
learned that Mr. Murray, Chaixsmaa of the House Fost Office and Civil 
Service Committee, has ahandoned his neutral position and is now 
supporting the bill, That Committes hoges aad expecta te go before 
Rules Committee any day for a rule to take the bill to the floor. At 
that time, bir. Morrieon ia still planning to imttreduce an- amendment 
with regard to the positian of the DCI] and the DDC], and Mr. Murray 
alec wili support this emendment, 


& Truly, the Congress both in appearaace and in action is 
creating the impression that it is conducting ite affairs in a bussiness- 
like way, President Johnson's srodding and the elections this fall are
